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THE CHINESE QUESTION.
Judge Kelley's Views.

A lLetter o the United Ame-
rican Mechanies — Elabo-
rate Diseussion of the
General Labor
Question,

The following exhanstive discnssion of the re-
stions of Chines¢ Immipgration to the Labor
Question, by the Hon. Willlam D. Kelley, will
be read with interest: —

Dear 8ir: Your favor covering the cir¢nlar which
wou inform me you were instructed by your Coun-
@il to transmit to me, with the request that I would
«'favor the members of the Council with mﬁ views
upon the gquestions embodied therein,” is at hand.

1t I=to be regretted that neither your note nor
the circular proponnds a question. The latter,
however, embraces the preamble and resolutions
sdopted by the Council on the 5th of July last,
which have reference to a question of at puablic
and private interest. Having bestowed much con-
gideration upon the subject to which they relate, I
am grateful 1o the membersof your Counoll for the
epportunity thug afforded me of expressing my
vfewr thereon to 50 numerous and intalligent a body
of my fellow-gitizens as the members o
of United American Mechanics.

The preamble and resolutions assert that ‘‘a
movement has been inangurated in neighboring

the Order

States to introduce Chiness labor on an extensive |

scale into this country, and that such movement,
i #u 1, must operate to the great disadvan-
tage of the American mechanic and laboring
man,” and that ‘‘the time has arrived' when the
members of your Order should “‘nse every exer-
tion and exercise all the influence in their power
to prevent the carrying out of this iniquitous and
unjuet measure.”! These gropnnitiou, I believe,
juvolve the questions on which you request an ex-
pression of my views.

It is proper that, before proceeding to the con-
Nderntfon of details, I should say that I bealieve
that humanity and the true Interests of all the peo-

le of our broad, richly endowed, and diversitied,
gut thinly-eottled country, require usto welcome
#uch of the people of all other countries as m:‘y. in
pursuance of thelr own cholce, come to dwell
among us, adopt our language and habits, and help
u# develop our dormant resources and maintain
our republican institutions,

But this proposition, broad as it i8, does not cover
those who may be brought hither by force or de-
coyed by false reprosentation, for the purpose of
being used withont regard to their rights or
those of the people at large. For instance, it Jdoes
not embrace such as may be found to have been
bronght as slaves were from Africain the early days
of the republic, or coolies were from India, prior to
the actof February 19, 1862, entitled ' An act to pro-
Libit the coolie trade by American citizens in Ame-
rican vessels,”” the text of which may be found on
page 145 of 2d Brightly's Digest. hough buta
new member at the date of its passage by the House
of Representatives, it was m{l privilege to co.ope-
rate with its distinguished author, the late Hon, T.
Dawes Eliot, in procuring the enactment of this
humane law. Nor, lflil‘.l, does it apply to those
who, being ignorant of our language and of the or-
dinary rate of wages pald for labor and the cost of
iving in this country, are seduced into coming
here under a contract for years of labor for wuges
which, though in advance of those they might earn
at home, are insuflicient for the support of an Ame-
rican mechanic and the maintenance of hischildren
while obutnlnr the education due to them in our
common schools, Our laws should secure to the
victime of such wrongs the amplest means of re-
dress, and, at least enable them to return to their
native land at the cost of the wrong-doer,

The coolie trade was suppressed by law because
itwae a system of violence and robbery; and as
the systems by which Koopmanschoop and others
are attempting to induce hordes of Chinese labor-
ere 10 come to this country under contract to work
for wages upon which ther cannot live as American
workingmen should live, 18 an organized systom of
deception and fraud, it ehould be reprobated by our
laws ap sternly as the other has been,
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““HBuy where yon ean buy cheapest,” is & cardinal
maxim of free traders and revenue reformers. It
is plausible; but delusive.” If applied to labor, it
;onlcl bring Chiness workmen to us by the million,

et the free trade agitators, both in and outof
Congress, when vindicating this maxim, assert that
the Erm which protects his wages and his chanoe
for & work, injures the workingman by in-
creninﬁ‘ohe price ot the commodities he consumes.
They also say that in additlon to cheapening what
bhe consumes, the laborer’s market woall in-
creased by s reduction of his wag~*, .. w3 could
then incrense our commerce and lup oar goods to
forgign countries in compeli.uvu with European
mannfacturers. To the thoughtless and inexperl-
enced this |8 all very plansible. But with your
experience and observation, you must peroeive
that to reduce the price of onr goods low enough to
mccomplish this wounld require us to reduce our
wages below the English standard, as the ocheaper
labor of Franoce, Belgiom, Switzerland, Germany
and Ausrtria are restrioting her exports and driving
the productions of England outof common mar-
kets, ‘'Buy where E!‘m:l oan buy the cheapest,'” the
only doctrine by which the employment of coolle
labor in this country can be justified, is not only
ruining the working ‘:oeoplo of England, bat up-
rooting many of her industries which were be-

lieved to be established on impregnable founda-’

tions, and is thas involving the laborer and eapital-
ist In & common ruln. To attain cheapness she
repealed, not only the duties im on food, bat
those which protected her labor against the com-
petition of the lower wages of the continent. She
entered enthusiasticall l:son the experiment of
free trade, and has persis in it for about a qnar-
terof a mntur{. hat has been the result of this
race for cheap labor and ohug goods? Ita oconse-
quences have béen such ns I hope our country may
long escape. British exports aAre pot only sta-
tionary, but declining, and poverty and pauperism
have increased so rapidly that the peoplo of Great
Britain are no longer able to consume their own
productions a8 freeiy sa they formerly could, and
the demand for labor falls off* under the doable in-
fluence of declining export trade and home con-
sumption.

In his recent work, entitled ““Home Politics, or
the Growth of Trade Considered in ita Relation to
Labor, Pauperiam and Emigration,” Mr. Daniel
Grant demonsetrates the correctness of these asser-
tiong by presenting from the highest official sources
the number of England’s paupers, and the value
of her exports for the three latest vears for which
the figurés had been compiled. They are as fol-

lows:

After commenting npon the fact that more than
one thousand raupuru are each week added to the
already terrible list, he says:

“Even this large increase does not indicate the
axact extent of ﬁt&rt —it points to the still wider

t exists among the classes from
which pauperism is fed. Let any one think what
ia the state of destitution through which a man
passes before he is willing] to accept relief and
allow himself to be branded as a pauper. Those
who know the working classes best know the pro-
found abhorrence they entertain of the workhouse,
Any privation, any sorrow, any destitution rather

You will observe that my opposition to organized |

efforts to stimulate Chinefe emigration to this
sountry is not based on hostility to the Chinese, but
that it arises from their ignorance of the value and
current price of the seérvices they contract to ren-
der, of the habits of our working people, and of
the general cost of living in this country; and that,
COmIng as mere sojonrners, to return at the expira-

tion of & contract, they will be unencambered by |

the expense of & family, or civic or social duties,
and can aflord to work for wages that will not en-
able an Awerican eitizen to maintain & home and
educate his children a8 repablican Institations re-
uire,

¥ The covstant aim of American statesmanship
should be to secure o labor such 4 share of its pro-
duction af may enable ench laborer to make provi-
#10n for age or adversity. Our country is so broad,
and embraces =0 infinite & varlety of soil, elimate
and resources that, had we the population and skill
to comvert every description of our raw material
and avall onrselves of the diversities of our soil
and climate, weé might supply our own wants and
maintain a rate of wagee independent of those of
other countries. But so long as part of our work-
shops are beiond the sesas, and we depend on
foreign shops for a llrgo part of our manufactured
goods, our rates must be affected by those of other
countries.

Chinese wages are, I believe, lower than those
paid in any other civilized country. American
wages aré the highest, and the two rates cannot be
maintained in the same community, The attempt
on an extended scale to commingle them would be
as disastrous to the capital as it would be to the
Iabor of the country, It wonld unsettls prices and
caute anarchy in trade. A little reflection will
satiefy any experienced business man on this point
a8 the employer who paid Chinese wages ocoul
always undersell those in the same business who
sought to enable their workmen to live by paying
them our customary wages for their work.

Sir Edward Sullivan, in his recent noble appeal
for the working people of England, entitled "I'ro-
tection’'to Native Industey,” says:

“Wager in France, Belginm, Prussia, Austria
and Switzerland are from thirty to fifty per cent.
iower than in England; rent, cluthin?, food, beer,
taxet Aand general chnrgu are all in the same
proportion; the habits of the people are economical

in the extreme; the manufacturerd have s much |

capital, science and enterprise, and the operatives

a* much skill and intalligence and technioal eduoa~ |

ticn and industry, as we have; they get their raw
materinls very m‘:arl‘y Al the same price as we do,
The question is: Can our manufacturers, with
b.qlwr wages, higher rates and taxes, higher gene-
ral charges, and our operatives with dearer food,
Goarer clothivg, dearer house rent and extrave-
gant habits, produce as cheaply as they can?”’

Let us press Bir Edward's point a little further
and apply it to the question nuder consideration. A
report just made to the Treasury Department by
Mr. Edward Young,chief of the Bureau o! Statis-
tics, showe that English wages are as rar below ours
as those of contipental Statesare below those of
Epgland. The report appears to bave been oom-
{uied from ample data and with great care, mak-

vg due allowance for the difference between gold
and our currency and the number of hoars af labor
required for & week'’s pay, Without detaluing you
with too many examples, lot me say that glal
report shows that operatives In cotton the
New Epgland and middle States, excl over-
peers, réceive 340.9 per cent more thmmnﬁgml,
and t'lut in the oase of overseers the exgess
yper cent. 8

The comparison of the wages paid in woollen
mills 8 made from & wider field, a8 this branch of
indullrﬁ is growing n.)pi:lly in t&:ml‘. itembraces
the mills o "Irflnm, ndiana,

Kansae, ae well as those of the middle and New
England States, and shows that the “a e ad-
vance of wages paid in the United 8 « i
over those of England in 1867-68 (both in gold), was
24.30 per cent.” The rates pald in American paper
mille, ineluding those to boys and females, as ascer-
tained from the mills of New England, Pennsylva-
nia, Ohlo, Illinols snd Wisconsin, are 82 per cent,
ﬁron&u than in Er{’hnd. And asthe last Llastration
rawn from Mr. Youug's report with which [ will
detain iou. workmen on foundries and iu ma-
chine shope thronghout New Eungland, the middie
and western States, and Californla receive for their
Iabor #4 oent. more than I8 paid in England,

Thus it appears that though the average English
Opersu?nr:celuu ioir bllurmk nuilrlr‘g:lbh the
wages bis coptinental competitor, ou
sp average llittle more than. balf ad mueh adlie
would for the same
fare of our ecountry, both ultimate, re-
quires the mantenayee of pur scale of wages, und
it advance w ever and wherever this Is praoti-
cable, But how s to be nccomplisbed ¥ How

Tete of wiges. While the anderpaid labor is per-
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ressure of want 18 not only severe, but has been
ong enough sustained to have swept away all
articles of clothing, as well as all household goods,
before the sufferers bend to their fate.”

Thus deplorable has been the effect on the labor-
ing classes of En d of the determination of her
people to accept the glittering fallacies of the free
trade school of economists, and buy labor and its
products where they can buy them cheapest. Let
ng now glance for A moment at the eftect it has had
upon capital invested in special industries. It was
#oon discovered that the surface orea of the eo[g
mines of Peru, which are dug by peons—another
name for slaves—were cheaper than those of the
deep mines of Cornwall and Devonshire. These,
with all their machinery, have consequently been
abandoned, and such of the miners employed in
them as had saved sufficient to pay their passage
have emigrated, and the balance with their fami-
lies have gone to the workhouse.

The manufacture of silk had made prosperous

| towns of Coyentry and Macolestield, but Lyons and

Rouen could undersell them, and requdleupf the
interests of their tolling countrymen, *‘the nobility
and gentry” of England, looking on'lg to the inter-
ests of the consumer, bought where they could buy
cheapest, and the silk mills of Coventry and Mae-
clestield, with their expensive machinery, became
worthless, and many of the people who found
employment in them went to the workhouse also,
1 could refer to scores of such instances, but they
will ogeur to your own mind, and I will proceed to
an fllustration of A more general character,

Having heard that the home consnmptionof Brit-
ish cottons had, within a few years fallen off thirty-
tive per cent, | wrote to a friend who has resided in
England for some years to learn whether thisabate-
ment wae based on & mere estimate Or Was an fs-
certained fact, I could mot credit the assertion.
My correspondent, however, sent me copies of elab-
orate tables from a paper prepared by Mr, Elijah
Helms, and read before the Manchester Statistical
Society, and which was printed by the soclety. By
comparing the home consamption of British cottons
during the years 1866-7-8 with that during 1850.60.
61, Mr. Helms shows that the decrease in that brief
period had been aqual to 211,933,000 pounds of raw
cotton, or thirty.five per cent. I have also before
me an able pamphlet, by a cotton manufacturer,
entitled “*An Inquiry {nto the Causes of the long-
continued Depression in the Cotton Trade,” whic
was published in London and Manchester In the
latter part of last year, in which the fact is again
proven. After spreading before his readers a large
array of official fguunt ¢ author eays:

“The case stands a8 folloss: Our entire exports of
cotton goods to all countries have inereased six per
cent.; to India they have decreased thirteen per
cent.; to the four principal continental countries
they bave increase forty-fivée per cent.; whilst the
imports from these four countries have fallen off
two and & balf per cent. At the same time our
bome trade, whick should have been our Principal sup-
port, has fallen off thirty-five per cent.”

The facts I have thus hastily thrown together ad-
dress themselves not only to the artisan and laborer,
but to the tarmer and (0 bim whose ample capital
s employed in any branch of productive industry.
Whateach wants is asteady and remunerative mar-
ket for that which he has to sell, and this cannot
be had when that grest mass of consumers who
live by toil are compelled, as they are in other
countries, to labor for the least amount of compen-
sation that will serve to keéeP sonl and body to-
gether without an aspiration or & hope that is to be
realized this side of the grave. No amount of
forelgn commerce would compensate the farmers
and manuiacturers of the United States for the
curtailment of their home market that would in-
evitably follow the reduction of our wages eveu to
the English standard.

To whose industry, enterprise, or capital can the
more than one million English paupers give profit-
able employment? Or, who ean sell hﬁ goods to
that more numerous class from which My. Grant
says ‘‘pauperism is fed,” and who are selling ‘‘all
articles of clothu:# a8 well as all household goods"
in the vaip bho esoaping the workhouse! Do
yon think that they know much about the color
and quality of American wheat, or aven of the
flavor of the beef or mutton of “Merrie England,”
or are libgral patrons of any branch of Industry?

istant countries, against which a protective taclff
onn defend you, may in its absonce overwhelm and
destroy you, how much more enduringly destruc-
tive wonld be the effect of the importation of the
hordes of men bound by contract to work in yoar
midst at Chinese, Frepoh, Belgian, German, Aus.
trian or English wagea? If once established in
your midet, no law could proteoct son against their
competition; and | assure you and the members of
your council that I have too just & sense of the
rights and dignty of labor, and have toiled too long
and hard to secure compensation even to the slave
for hin work in the shop, or cotton, sugar, or rice
field, to permit me to lp];n'ovl of ru fAn Arrange-
ment, let it promise what incldental aAdvantages it
may.

In conclusion, permit me to say again that Tam
not oppored to the volantary emigration of the peo-
sieof China to this country. If left to their own
mpulees, and to pay the sost of the voyage, those
only will coma who are of the botter slaks and have
by energy and thrift been able to accumulate a
sum sufficient to bring them here and start them in
their néew home; but nnder a systom by which each
man's passage is pald and hissubsistence while here
assured, we will probably get the most ab and
poseibly only the most degraded denizens of the po-

ulous cities of China. ose who come volantar-

ly and &t their own cost will take an interest in

their adopted country and ita institations, acquire
our language, and pt our habits. Such an immi-
gration would, like that from. other countries, sti-
mulate onr general industries while increasing our
prodoctive power; it wonld, by peopling onr vast
territories that now lie waste and unproductive,
enhanes the demand for labor by inmlnf our
home market and the carrying trade in which so
much of our capital and g0 many of our ple are
engaged, But it may be more n  this,
It i# In the power of the Chinese to estab.
lish among us ‘many new and profitable in-
dustries, me mention, two, the introduction
of which wounld injure none and benefit all of us. 1
allude to tea andeilk. For tea we send abroad
abont £10,000,000 annually, and for silk about $20,-
000,000. We produce no tea, and are but experi-
menting in the production of raw silk, of which we
import about 82 500,000 pér annum for the use of
our infant silk manufactories at Paterson, Hartford
and Philadelphia, in some of which, I may remark,
machinery is now nsed that wis once profitably em-
plgaed in Coventry and Macclesfield.

e have immense natural fields for the caltiva-
tion of both tea and silk, besides those of California
and Arkansas, and the OChinese, the earliest and
moet successful caltivators of both, wonld benefit
us immensely by transferring their experience and

atient industry to our conntry. I wouldnot,there-
ore, exclude them by any general denanciation.
But to protect the right even of foreigners to fair
wages for work done in this country, and to avert
the dangers threatenod to American mechanics by
the importation of hordes of coolies, I would pro-
vide by statute that any gontract made in a foreign
country by which a pe.rx;: proposing to omigrate
to any State or territory within the United States
shall bind himself to r for any term of years or
months, at arate of wages egpecified theregin, shall
be null and vold.

Believing that a law embodying these provisions
will be enacted by Congress al ifs next session, I

THE GREAT FIRE IN CANADA,
——————

Immense Forests Bwent Away—Houses and
Farms Destroycd — Thousands ef Famllies
Homeless—Nnrrew Escnpe of Ottown.

The Ottawa Times of Ang. 10 says:;—

Last evening the grand culminating point was
reached; clonds of ashes | to come into the
city, and the smoke got hotter and more blind-
ing, and soon it was known that the fierce gale
hnli‘.l fanned the fires inte frightful proportions,
and at that moment were travelling through the
country at the rate of five miles an hour, and
spreading in every direction. At late hour it
was learned that a district of ten miles in the
township of Gloncester was in a blaze. Then
consternation seized many, and in dread, the
nervous demanded again and again tobe told was
there any dapger of the flames getting into the

city.

‘Fhe scene in the city ot 8 o'clock was inde-
gcribable. The fierce gale was at its height, the
dust and ashes hissed down the street, while the
smoke came rolling in, hot, yellow, and still
more blinding. At 8 o'eloek not a sonl was on
the streets, nor hiad there been for an hoar.

At 11 o'clock a man came in from Glouncester

| and stated that the fire was only a mile from the

city, making its way in by the railway track.
Upon inquiry it was found that ne danger was
imminent from any quarter. However, arrange-
ments ‘were made iu case of emergenecy, and
men were put to watch. Indeed the city is sur-
rounded by a belt of fire, and the smoke as we
write is getting again thick and - blinding.
Heavy rains are the only thing that can better
the present dreadful state of affairs.

At Gloueester throughout the whole night
people were on the move in search for a place of
safety or ghelter; some were on fool conducting
their children and picking their steps among
the burning patches of ground, while others,
both to save themselves and their horses, rot on
horseback and galloped at full speed over fields
of fire. The ecene was a dreadfully romantic
one, Cattle ran madly in every direction, vainly
endeavcring to find one place affording more
shelter or comfort than another. Their con-
tinnous bellowing added much to the prevailing
confusion and alarm. A howling huarricane
crashing forests, smoky and suffocating gloom,
an overbanging panoply of turbulent flame, the
very earth in a blaze, general dismay and de-
vastation wade up the awiul panorsmh,

Ironelde village, comprising over filty houses
of thé employes at the iron mines, was in a
blaze. The whole village was destroyed, the
sinelting house among the other Yuildings. The
sinelting house was valned at $50,000, But all
this destruction of property sinks Into Ingiguoi-
ficance before the dreadful item of loss of life.
The flames came rushing into the village from
o southwesterly direction, and so terribly rapid
was Lheir progress through it that many persons
were unable to escape and were burned (o death,
The township is a dismal wasle,

The city, from- the precantionary mensures
taken, was declared during the evening to be
safe from the fires in the nelghborhood, and
even the timid went 1o sleep with a feeling of
securlly, At the Chandlerg a sharp look out
was kept, and the large bhydravlic pumps on the
mills were kept constantly golng, and the hose
